The 
naid knew her mistress was down stairs, 
ind also was confident that no such per- 
011 as she saw could be in the house, 
laving good nerves, the woman did not 
,t first tell Miss Kcmble what she had 
een, bnt ransacked tho rooms to see if 
he coxild solve the puzzle, all the time 
ifraid her mistress would be disturbed 
y some similar apparition. She after- 
ward came on a portrait in the house 
uddenly that was an exact copy of her 
host. A good chance, of course, for an 
maginative maid, or a cunning one, to 
work up a fine yarn. Yet it is something 
hat Miss Keniblo believed the girl did 
jee an apparition. 


STHANGE CASES, 


The Epworth parsonage case, iuvolv- 


ng John Wesley, is of great value be- 
cause it links both man and beast in the 
sensing of apparitions. Mr. Wesley says: 
'Soon after our large mastiff dog came 
ind ran to shelter between us. While 
lie disturbances continued he used to 
jark and loap and snap on one side and 
;he other, and that frequently before any 
person in the room heard any noise at all. 
But after two or three days ho used to 
Tremble and creep away before the noise 
oegan. And by this the family knew it 
was at hand; nor did the -observation 
ever fail." Tho testimony here is cer- 
tainly credible merely as honest assevcr- 
ition, but we are free to judge whether 
it was some electric or magnetic phe- 
nomenon that the dog felt or was ghostly 
presence. 
A very strange case is reported by Mr. 


Hodgson in September, 1890, in which a 
white lady appeared, "The third nighl 
',ho haunted man's dog crouched and 
stared, and then acted as if driven around 
',he room. Brother saw nothing, bul 
aeard a kind of rustle, and then the poor 
dog howled and tried to hide, and never 
again would that dog go to that room.' 
Robert Dale Owen reports a case of a 
hannted man who had not been able for 
years to keep a dog, I confess these cases 
all seem different when looked at with 
•some knowledge of dog nature. I an: 
sxire that a scared man would scare a 
dog out of his wits.—St. l«ouis Globe- 
Democrat,

Several days ago a city man, in a gray 


:orduroy suit, and two ladies passed over 
tho lake on tho way to Jock's lake, where 
A good, warm camp had been provided. 
:t was BO cold at the time that even old 
Sen Jones, who has dragged lumber 
when the thermometer 
has indicated 


thirty below zero, was none too warm 
t.car the stove in Bob Boyle's barroom. 
The guides, who are the only human 
•joings around just now, looked at the 
Granger in wonder. Jones, who has a 
frank, outspoken way, wanted to know 
tvliat brought the dudish stranger and 
:iis fair companions into the woods in 
this unpleasant weather. 


'Oh, I don't mind the cold," the stran- 


ger said indifferently, "and the ladies 
iave been camping before. They thonght 
.t would be jolly fun to come tip and 
lunt foxes. 1 guess we'll manage to 
ieep warm enough in our camp. We've 


t plenty of warm clothes, big blankets 


and a good stove, and besides the camp 
is well shinked."

yori'11 git all the fun ye want before 
ye've hunted many foxes.

cheaper grades of paper.

be produced at less than half the price 
formerly charged.—New York Telegram.
